Adviaes Location. of New Jerusalem in 
East Africa—Deprecates the Policy 
ef Lie Low, Say Nothing, and Coun- 
sels Ply High and Say Everything— 
Calls Theodor Herz! the ‘Theodore 
‘Roosevelt of Zionism—Not the Apos- 
tle of a Forlorn Hope. 


New York, Dec. 8.—[Special. ]—Israel Zang- 
will, novelist and playwright, spoke for two 
hours at Union tonight on Ziontam. 
He advocated the acceptance of the offer 
made by England to the Zionist congress at 
Basle, Switzerland, in 1893 of a vast tract of 
land in east Africa for a new Jerusalem. 

His ideas on this subject are in opposition 
to those of a number of leading Zionists, and 
there are other Jews who do not believe in 
Zionism at He . had them in 
mind when he said: 

“The Jews’ A tor many ages may be 
summed up as, ‘ Lie low, say nothing.’ But 
lying low, though it is a way of escaping hos- 
tile attention, is also a way of being walked 
over. Saying nothing does not prevent other 
people from saying a great deal. To this 
policy of lie low, say nothing comes Zion- 
ism with a trumpet cry, Fly high and say 
everything.’ [Applause.] Zionism means the 
end of the Marrano period and the revival ot᷑ 
the Maccabeean. Zionism is a political 
movement to obtain for the Jewish people, 
publicly and 33 an assured home in 
Palestine. And a political movement needs 


statesmen. 
Herzl the Jews’ Roosevelt. 


“ We have hitherto been governed by good

where they have led us A people does not 
egret its destinies to a Bishop Potter and

WHAT n WRONG WITH THE RAILROADS! 

The condemnation of prevailing cond+- 


| tions in the management of American rail- 


roads has finally been expressed in the pres- 
ident’s message. He denounces secret re- 
bates and unfair discriminations of all kinds 
and redéhimmends that the powers of the in- 
terstate commerce commission be extended 
to cure them. Public discontent goes 
farther than the opposition to secret rebates, 
private car lines, and advancing rates. There . 
is a general distrust of the motives of many 
‘of the financial heads of great transporta - 
tion systems, and the feeling that there is 
not the attempt to serve the public as hon- 
estly- or as well as formerly. While some 
ot the raflroad# are still owned and con- 
trolled by men who take a pride in main- 
taining the service at the bighest point of 
efficiency, there are other railroads which 
| are apparently managed with no motive but 
that of dvarice—aii avarice which has no 
pride in any feature of railway cee 
but its earning power. 

It ie complained that the W of 
the freight service of many roads has de- 
clined steadily in the last few years; that 
fatal accidents are too frequent; that min- 
‘imum carload weights have been increased; 
that cars are supplied freely only to favored 


that qrods are often refused car- 


riage for weeks and months; that the time 
of service between given points has been 
lengthened; that demurrage on cars is more 
rigidly enforced; that association tariffs are 


} overburdened with rules which make the 


rate difficult to understand; that overcharges 


of the most tedious and protracted delay, 
‘and that in face of the poorer service the 
railroads are now trying to escape the com- 
mon law liability which they have always 
‘operated under by eo, a ne uniform 
bill of ieding.

the traveling and commercial public has

| more sordid policy has developed. This may 
‘be due largely to the death of competition. 
It may be due to the exploitation of railway 
property for stock jobbing purposes. With- 
in the last few years hundreds of millions 


railroads where tens of millions have ac- 
tually been expended in bettering the roads 
and improving the service. Fortunes have 
been made out of the reorganization projects, 
and the ingenuity displayed in converting 
debts into assets has been little short of 
miraculous. The wizards of railroad finance 
have shown the world how to wax rich on 
the money that they owe. : 

The public is demanding an increase in 
the powers of the interstate commerce com- 
mission in the hopes that some relief may 
thereby be afforded from the autocracy 
Which is threatened. The owners of the rail- 
roads are bitterly opposed to any increase in 
the power of the commission. They may 
well ask themselves whether their own 
methods have not been the eatise of much of 
the present discontent and whether they 
have not offered a sufficient provocation for 
the inevitable legislation whose enactment 
some of them are in the most futile manner 
planning to resist. 


HABEAS CORPUS ABUSES. 


Supreme court decision, have been released 
Hnproperly upon writs of habeas corpus 
| during the last eight years are not affected 
by the . They are free. Those who 
were released from the penitentiary, like 
Capt. Streeter, cannot be sent back there. 
Those who escaped trial cannot be brought 
into court to face a jury. The ‘mischief 
which has been done by “ habeas corpus 
judges in error as to a e 
done. 

Some degree of security, however, nie 
been obtained for the future. The misuse 
of the writ of habeas corpus wil! be checked. 
When the Supreme court says unqualifiedly. 
that no judge can assume jurisdiction over 
a prisoner who is in the hands of another 
judge of coneurrent jurisdiction it puts a 
“summary end to one of the worst abuses of 
the writ. Hereafter no Circuit or Superior 
court j no matter how willing he may 
be to re a prisoner, will venture to do 
80 in defiance of the decision of the highest 
court. A prisoner will lose no rights be- 
cause forbidden to scour the state in search 
of a good natured judge who will release 
him. It is in his power to appeal from the 
decision of the court which has jurisdiction 
over him to the Supreme court. 

Abuses connected with habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings which are not ended by the de- 
cision of the Supreme court can be done 
away with by giving the state that right 
of appeal in such proceedings which is en- 
joyed by the prisoner alone. That right, if 
given to the state, will not be abused. It 
will not be resorted to where the prisoner 
clearly is entitled to his discharge, but only 
‘when questions of law arise which it is de- 
sirable should be determined once bor all by 
the Supreme court.

acter. Their real king makes a prétense of 
sharing his throne and dividing his authority 
with an imaginary bush king. The bush 
| king has officers of state and guards and 
is paid the same honors as the real King. A 
former king. Genu, wanted to monopolize the 
profits of the palm oll and other trades which 
his péople carried on with civilized nations, 
but felt it beneath his royal dignity to. en- 
gage directly in commerce.

Gesu, the 
greatest of the Dahoman kings, put the 
Amazons on a level in every way with the 
male soldiers, gave them female officers, and 
raised their number to 4,000, and it is gaid 
there are still about 8,000 of them. On a 
certain day once every three years ev 
subject must bring all his adult daughters 
the King. The most promising of them the 
monarch chooses as officers and the rest be- 
come soldiers, while the more promising 
daughters of slaves are made servants of the 
Amazons. Some of the Amazons are given 
‘as wives to male soldiers who have distin- 
guished themselves. A few of them become 
concubines of the King. The rest are re- 
quired to remain celibates.

When they invoke Mau's aid he 
turns their cases over to leopards, locusts, 
alligators, trees; and stones, who are prayed 
to as minor deities or fetishes. If a man’s 


outnumber his éyil ones in lite 
his body at once joins his spirit in Kutomen, 
or thé dead land. Otherwise, his old body \s 
destroyed and a new one is provided for his 
spirit, Every man assigned at birth 


certain number of good and évil deeds, U 


he may avoid committing the evil ones by 
making suitable offerings to the deity 
through the fetish priests. The fetish 
priests, of whom more are women than men, 


are numerous. They have many priviléges, 


and fare sumptuously every day on the fruits 
of the people's credulity and superstition, 
If a man's wife is a fetish priestess he may 
not beat her as he might if she were an or- 
dinary woman; and the male priest is at 
liberty to take any man’s wife whom he 
tancies. 


The principal fetish is a snake called the 
„ danhgwbe.“ From twenty to afty of these 
reptiles are always In the énake house at 
‘Whydah or wandering over the neighbor 
hood. The usual punishment for Killing 


one, whether accidentally or intention 


is to be burned alive. If a man meet ae 
fetish after night he must prostrate Hi 
self before it, then take it gently in his ame 
it to the snake house, herd 
will be heavily fined for having met it. 


There is little romance in Dahoman mah 
riages. They are mainly a matter of bush” 


ness. If a young man decides he would like 
to have a young woman he opens negotia- 
tions through his relatives with her father. 
The father charges for his daughter not 
what he thinks she is worth but all he thinks 
the suitor will pay. After marriage the 
woman practically is a slave. Formerly the 
birth of twins was regarded as proof of the 
mother’s infidelity, and her breasts were Gul 
off and her babes drowned. : 
The Dahomans have long been notoriow 
for the practice of human sacrifices. Capt. 
Snelgrave in 1727 saw 400 prisoners béhead- 
ed in celebration of the conquest of tie 
Toffe country. The next year Whydah was 
conquered, and 4,000 prisoners were exe 
cuted. The sacrifices, which take place 
yearly, are called annual customs,” and 
those which take place on the death of @ 
king are grand customs.” On the death ot 
Gesu, in 1858, 500 persons—niost of them the 
king’s eunuchs, wives, and personal at 
tendants—were slain, the object being to sup- 


ply the defunet monarch with plenty of com- 


pany and servants in Kutomen, The skulls 
were collected in a pyramid or used to dete- 
rate the palace walls.

‘Dressed—Steady 
ern chickens, towis, Tie; turkeys, 


URGES CHANGES IN BANK LAWS. 


Controller of the Currency Makes Rec- 
ommendations in His Annual 


D. Dec. §.~{Special. }—The 

controller of the currency in his annual re- 

rt urges legislation for the better protec- 

of the shareholders of national banks 

and for closer financial relations between tle 

United States and its possessions. He also 

advises steps to secure for American finan- 

cial institutions an advanced position in for- 

eign and international banking. The report 
says: 

The controller recommends that national 
banks having a capital of $1,000,000 or more 
and located in the reserve cities be specifically 
authorized to buy and sell foreign exchange; 
to accept bills drawn on themselves, payable 
not to exeeed four months after sight, and 
to issue letters of credit; and also to open and 


maintain such offices, agencies, or branches |

as may be necessary to conduct this 
in foreign countries. 

“The controller recommends that an act 
be passed repealing the limitation on the pro- 
portion of the cireulation of any bank which 
may be issued in notes of the denomination 
‘of $5. “The scarcity of notes of this denom- 
mation and the great convenience it is to the 
banks in the smaller communities to be able 
to issue notes of § to the amount of their 
whole circulation, as formerly, leads the con- 
troller 1 to recommend that this re-
